Southwestern Proving Ground in a 
hurry, but the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration will follow its regular 
procedure with families living in the 
north end where the need for haste is 
not so great, it was announced here 
Thursday. 


All applications for aid are being 


received by the County Relocation 
Office, fourth floor of the courthouse; 
and when the County Relocation Of- 
fice approves an application the FSA 
will act promptly, Herschel, Hardin, 
rolocatioo,jjrojcstts-Jiupcuxiaarf-jaid, •!., - 


Mr. Hardin emphasized the distinc- 


tion between treatment of families 
living in the south and north ends of 
the great war-plant site. The FSA will 
adhere rigorously to its rules and 
regulations in the north end, contin- 
uing to make a full inspection of each 
family's needs and settling with each 
family individually. 


5 Applications Approved 


The County Relocation Office at the 


courthouse, headed by County Agent 
Oliver L. Adams, reported that five 
applications for emergency moving aid 
were approved Wednesday, and 16 
arc in process of

Thursday—to be mailed out Thursday 
night. 


These 21 families all live in the 


south end of the Proving Ground. 


Additional applications are being 


received at the County Relocation Of- 
fice on the fourth floor of the court- 
house Thursday, and are being taken

The FSA Program 


Mr, Hardin announced Thursday 


that emergency relocation loans are 


, J>madc by FSA on the share cropper's, 


tenant's or owner's equity in a crop 
as determined by investigation. 


After due invcstigtition, an assign- 


ment is taken on the proceeds of the 
crop through the owner, with a chattel 
mortgage on livestock and personal 
property. 


Tho maximum individual loan is 


$300, or the farmer's equity, which- 
ever is the smaller. 


Finally, Mr. Hardin said, there is 


the program for farm purchasing by 
deserving tenants, 
which 
program 


Would admit many former landown- 
ers of the Proving Ground, now oust- 
ed and therefore designated as ten- 
ants. 
Under this program men are 


loaned money for purchase of a farm, 
the rate of interest being 3 per cent, 
with 40 years in which to repay the 
loan serially, 


Mr, Hardin emphasized that FSA is 


not competing with the banks in this 
farm-purchase program. He said FSA 
will take only those cases where the 
farmer doesn't have sufficient col- 
lateral to qualify for banking pur- 
poses.

"Frankly, we are unable to shed 


any tears over the fate of those 
who are selling their land to the 
government, It is those who "have 
no place to go ... 
and who don't 


have a fist full of government 
money' who need and shall receive 
our sympathy," 
I think Walter, as he nears middle- 


age, is beginning to think like a 
government bureaucrat. The govern- 
ment, you 'knoto, approaches bus- 
iness problems With the assumption 
that all corporations have a 100 mil- 
lion dollars in the bank. And Walter, 
because he lives in Pine Bluff and

America is the last refuge of the

I, as a rep- 
resentative of tnc Press, recognize the 
vital need of National Defense and 
the Proving Ground and all our other 
armament works, But, also as a rep- 
resentative of the Press, I must point 
out that now more than ever before 
we need to stand up resolutely and 
see that justice is done to the in- 
dividual. 


It has been charged that in some 


towns having war plants the papers 
favored 
the government and sup- 


pressed the people's side of the story. 
It has not happened here—nor will it 
happen. 


We mean to give both sides a "fair 


shake"—and that includes telling the 
individual's own story in his collis- 
ion with government.

Congress Must 
Face Responsibility 


Nothing is harder or 
more 
un- 


pleasant than to look a grave situa- 
tion in the face squarely, decide what 
needs to be done, and do it. 


Congress is just like the rest of 


us in that respect. If it passes an 
occasional buck, why that is no more 
than the rest of us do. But now the 
President and the chief of staff come neutron bombardment 
to congress and tell it that in their 
judgment the national safety requires 
that many men now in service for 
what was to have been a year must 
remain longer. 


Either this is necessary 
or it is 


not necessary. Congress must decide, 
and must bear the responsibility for 
its decision. It is not a question to 
be decided on sentiment. It is not 
a question to be evaded. It is a ques- 
tion to be faced and decided 


If it be true, as some critics have 


averre, that the U. S. Army has 
not a single division ready for coin- 
bat on the European scale, then con- 
gress must decide how many such 
divisions it will have when from some 
of the regular army divisions as many 
as 600 reserve officers arc sent home 
at the end of their year. It must de- 
cide how well defended will be the

proposed grant will not be known 
until Architect McAninch completes 
his estimates. But Texarkana, also 
faced with a school emergency be- 
cause of the location of a shell-load- 
ing plant in Bowie county, Texas, 
is reported to have made a similar 
application for schoolhouse construc- 
tion, totaling $400,000. 
'Mr. Young pointed out Thursday 
that in addition to the grant for con- 
struction of two buildings Hope also 
would ask for federal maintenance 
funds to offset the salary cost of 
extra teachers required by the new 
buildings. 


Special U. S. Agency 


As outlined to The Star Thursday, 


the federal division that local school 
officials arc appealing to is the Fed- 
eral Works Agency, new group title 
for all federal works organizations. 
Under this is the Public Works Admin- 
istration (PWA), and under the PWA 
is a bureau known as Defense Public 
Works—a special setup 
to 
provide 


emergency aid for the civilian life 
of communities torn up by the con- 
struction of National Defense pro- 
jects such as the Southwestern Prov- 
ing Ground. 


The aid is available only when a 


community has exhausted its normal 
credit lines, and Mr. Young said the 
Hope board felt there was no ques- 
tion but that the local school system 
could qualify for aid on this point. 
Hope schools operate on the maxi- 
mum school assessment, 18 mills, and 
arc a year behind their revenue, hq 
pointed out. 


Tho proposed grade school would 


be located in Ward Two, which has 
no school building at present; but the 
proposed junior high school building 
is unlocaled.

Life in Brazzaville Is a 


Constant Battle 


At first glance the while mnn seems 


to have made his presence felt ev- 
erywhere in this huge, sprawling con- 
tinent. But let the observer look a 
little deeper and he finds the white 
man's civilization only a thin trans- 
parent covering, like the glass roof- 
ing of a gigantic tropical hothouse 
in some botanical garden. Beneath the 
glass there is alwyas apparent the 
jungle, green, gloomy, menacing. 


In America, except in times of great 


catastrophe, nature is generally con- 
sidered kind to her human creatures. 
Here in the Africa of the Equator she 
is always hostile, merciless. Close up 
the wide-veranda'd offices of the ad- 
ministrators and the military, let (he 
uniformed white men and the black 
boys move away—and in a few months 
tree branches would 
be 
growing 


through the windows or the green ma- 
titi would be towering thirty feet high 
over the straw chairs where the col- 
onel's wife served her tea. 


Life is a constant battle, a battle 


against the climate, a battle against 
the insects. The air possesses a hu- 
midity unimaginable even to a dwel- 
ler along the Mississippi accustomed 
to the swelltering summers of Mem- 
phis and St. Louis. Shoes rot almost 
in your hand. Enormous roaches lit- 
erally as large as mice devour your 
clothing.

Jap Warships Near 


Informed sources said that Japanese 


warships appeared at Cape St. Jac- 
ques and 'Camranh bay and that 12 
Japanese transports were enroute to 
Sigon from Hianan, Chinese island 
off the Indo China coast. 


Camranh is a naval base on the 


Indo China southeast coast and dom- 
inates the mouth of the Saigon river. 


Foreign consulates here said Thurs- 


day their representative in Hanoi had 
been advised by the Indo China gov- 
ernment of a French-Japanese agree- 
ment granting the Japanese certain 
naval and military concession hi the 
southern part of the colony. 


From Vichy came reports that France 


had agreed in principle for Japanese 
l\ 


aid in protection of French interests 
but so far had signed nothing. 


It was said the negotiation now has 


been shifted from Vichy to Hanoi, 
capital of the colony. 


Two Main. Points 


The negotiations were said to be 


centered around two points: 


1. French recognition of Japan as 


predominant to safeguard peace in 
the Orient. 


2. French acceptance in the pre- 


sent instance of measures that Japan 
deems necessary to safeguard Indo 
China without detriment to foreign 
soverignty. 


The result must be referred back 


to Vichy where Japan was said to 
have informed the Petain govern- 
ment that she considered Indo China, 
menaced. 


In Tokio the foreign office con- 


trolled Japanese Times and Advisor 
in a front page article presented Ja- 
pan as the guardian of the colony 
against Anglo-American imperialism. 


U. S. Denounces Japan

No Half-Way Term 


The term wool, according to the 


new law, means a fabric made entirely 
of virgin,, unused . wool. Reprocessed 
•wool identifies wool which has been 
woven into a piece of fabric, then j 
broken down into a fibrous state 
again, without ever having been worn. 
Reused wool means a fabric which 
has been worn, then sold to the rag- 
man, to be reduced to fibers and 
woven again into another fabric. 


The National Wool Growers' As- 


sociation, sponsor of the bill, hopes

labels correctly, not condemning any 
fabric, but estimating its true worth.
